C REWKERNE'S award win¬ 
ning teen filmmaker 
Abbie Barnes, is forging 
ahead with new projects as she 
plans to take a gap year after her 
exams. 

The 17-year-old, currently 
studying at Richard Huish in 
Taunton, said she has had a bril¬ 
liant time at the college and 
can't fault it except for the dou¬ 
ble bus journey she has to take 
every day to get there. 

However, not one to waste her 
time, she has used the daily 
commute to do a lot of reading 
to broaden her knowledge 
and plans in turn to broaden 
her filming skills in Nepal next 
year. 

Looking for ways to further her 
passion for filmmaking on envi¬ 
ronmental and conservation is¬ 
sues, Abbie has been taking 
commissions locally, including a 
film for the Crewkerne.org web¬ 
site, the Magdalen Project and a 
Chard doctor, to raise funds for 
more photographic and sound 
recording equipment. 

Currently she still relies on 
gear borrowed from her college 


and whatever else she can save 
up for. 

Looking for a way to broaden 
her education during her gap 
year, Abbie wrote to various 
organisations and has been 
invited by Global Vision Interna¬ 
tional to undertake four weeks 
filming in Nepal, interviewing 
the staff who are working 
on four different projects, 
health care, construction, veteri¬ 
nary work and adventure 
travel. 

GVI is a social enterprise which 
runs conservation and commu¬ 
nity development projects 
around the world. 

They are funding Abbie with 
everything except flights, visas 
and equipment which she has to 
find the money for herself and is 
looking for more local commis¬ 
sions (or donations) to help her 
fund the trip. 

She said: "If all goes to plan 
and things get organised pretty 
soon, i would like to stay out for 
longer periods in order to pro¬ 
duce my own film on the wildlife 
there, the habitat impact and 
possible conservation issues 


and threats they may face such 
as the illegal bush trade. I would 
also like to go to an elephant 
rescue centre. 

"This will be such an amazing 
opportunity to expand my skills 
and network, and I'm super ex¬ 
cited! 

"I really do hope to produce 
my own film too though; it's a 
great chance to make the most 
of my first film travelling, and I'd 
like to raise awareness about the 
threats to the wonderful wildlife 
of Nepal." 

Abbie's next local project will 
be to film the Dorset beach 
clean up on April 27th but she is 
keen to hear from anyone who 
would like to commission her, 
especially for wildlife or environ¬ 
mental work to help her achieve 
he goal to work in Nepal. She 
would also welcome and dona¬ 
tions of equipment.

Call for more flood 
recovery support

THE INSTITUTION of 

Civil Engineers has 
stated that more support 
is still needed to help the 
South West recover from 
the damage caused by 
flooding. 

After one of the worst 
winters on record, Som¬ 
erset and its surrounding 
counties have been left 
with a long list of infra¬ 
structure failures includ¬ 
ing road subsidence, such 
as the Beacon in llmin¬ 
ster. 

The water may have re¬ 
ceded but ICE said the 
crisis had highlighted a 
mismatch between past 
investment levels and in¬ 
creasingly more frequent 
and extreme climatic 
challenges. 

Trish Johnson, ICE 
South West regional di¬ 
rector, said: “The Envi¬ 
ronment Agency is doing 
everything within its 
means and Network Rail 
and the local authorities 
within the South West 
have worked tirelessly to 
repair the devastation left 
behind by the storms. 

“But with the historic 
infrastructure that pro¬ 
tects significant areas of 
the region from flooding, 
there is a serious possibil¬ 
ity of some major failures 
in the future, meaning 
that this winter is not the 
end of the problem. 

“It may take years to 
fully recover from what 
has happened to the re¬ 
gion, but support is 


needed now to repair and 
protect those defences 
that are most vital to the 
South West and its popu¬ 
lation.” 

ICE South West will be 
releasing a State of the 
Nation regional report on 


the state of the regions 
infrastructure in June. 

This will provide an as¬ 
sessment of the state of 
current infrastructure in 
the region and a look at 
where long-term plan¬ 
ning and investment is 


required. 

On Eriday, June 20th 
June ICE South West will 
be holding a seminar 
‘After the Floods’, with 
chairman Jean Venables 
CBE and keynote 
speaker vice president 
David Balmforth. 

This seminar brings to¬ 


gether experts from the 
public and private sector 
to discuss the lessons 
learned from the extreme 
river flooding in the re¬ 
gion and consider the 
way forward for provid¬ 
ing resilient civil engi¬ 
neering infrastructure for 
the future. 


Hospital Friends donate 
to parent led charity 


CREWKERNE Hospital League of 
Friends committee members were 
given a talk by Wendy O'Carroll of 
Ups and Downs Southwest, about 
the charity and its work. 

Ups and Downs Southwest was 
founded by Wendy in 1997, a year 
after her son Oliver was born with 
Down's Syndrome. 

Early professional assessments 
concluded that Oliver's consider¬ 
able speech difficulties deemed it 
unlikely that he would ever be un¬ 
derstood by unfamiliar listeners, 
and that his extremely poor mus¬ 
cle tone and heart defect meant 
he would never be sporty. 

Oliver accompanied Wendy and 
also spoke to the members; he is 
now an active teenager who 
skateboards, plays football and 
snooker and is enjoying a motor 
vehicle maintenance course at col¬ 
lege. 

He is a gifted photographer and 
has held three successful exhibi¬ 
tions and sells prints to customers 
across the UK and USA. 

Oliver spoke to the League of 
Friends Committee and had no 


difficulty in answering their ques¬ 
tions. Wendy explained that Lot¬ 
tery funding was being withdrawn 
from the charity and as a result 
they had to ask people to raise 
funds in each area to enable the 
services they provide to continue. 

These services include providing 
support to families with children 
who have Down's Syndrome, often 
visiting them in hospital after the 
birth and continuing contact 
throughout the child's early life, 
school days and beyond. 

The charity is parent led so help 


and support is provided by people 
who really do understand what 
the problems are. 

With the advances in medical 
care and surgical techniques, the 
quality of life for children and 
adults who have Down's Syn¬ 
drome has in recent years im¬ 
proved immensely. 

The League of Friends commit¬ 
tee was so impressed that it 
agreed to provide £1,500 to help 
fund the work carried out by the 
charity in Crewkerne and the sur¬ 
rounding area. 



Can you offer 
a safe place? 

SAFE Places is a scheme which helps vulnerable peo¬ 
ple deal with difficult situations that make them feel 
scared or at risk whilst they are out and about in the 
community. 

This could be anything from being lost or confused 
to losing a mobile phone or being harassed or bul¬ 
lied. 

Launched in February by Avon and Somerset Con¬ 
stabulary, it is gradually being rolled out throughout 
the area and local beat teams are looking for more 
people to sign up. 

The idea is simple - shops, services or businesses 
who agree to be a Safe Place put a logo sticker in 
their window so it can be easily seen. 

People who have joined the Safe Places Scheme 
carry an 'I need help'card with the contact details of 
someone they trust written on it. 

Staff in the desig¬ 
nated Safe Place will be 
able to help anyone 
who has an 'I need help' 
card and asks for sup¬ 
port.

Nice weather for ducks

DESPITE declaring it the 
wettest duck race in its 14 year 
history, South Petherton Carni¬ 
val Committee were pleased 
with the support from local 
people, who turned out for the 
annual event despite the heavy 
rain on Easter Sunday. 

Organiser Nicki Webb, of 
The Brewers Arms, said she 
couldn’t believe the deluge 
which not only had the streets 
running like rivers but made 
the stream which runs through 
the village so fast that the team 
couldn’t catch all the ducks 
and around 100 were washed 
straight past them. 

Duncan (the duck) Webb was 
really feeling the part this year 
and said he couldn’t believe it 
as they had always been lucky 
with the weather in the past. 

With some effort and a very 
soggy list of numbers, ten prize 
winners were identified. 

Eirst prize of £100 went to 
Claire Bacon for duck number 
989, second prize of £50 was 
won by Elbe Leigh, Courtney 
Salway had the third duck at 
£25, Jessica Wooton 4th at £15 
and Sheila Semmence 5 th at 
£10; five more prizes of Easter 
ducks, bunnies and eggs were 
also presented. 

Dave Williams, chairman of 
the carnival committee, would 
like to thank everyone for their 
hard work and support. The 
duck race raised £890 and the 
Easter quiz a further £129. 


Health minister comes to Somerset 


HEALTH minister Norman Lamb 
MP came to Somerset to meet 
with local supports and charities 
that help people with mental 
health. 

He held a meeting with local 
Somerset groups including MIND 
and Samaritans, users of the serv¬ 
ice, carers, pastoral carers from col¬ 
leges and councillors from across 
the county. 

One in four people will experi¬ 
ence some form of mental health 
issue in their life, but it still tends 
to be an issue not widely spoken 
about and many feel is not prop¬ 
erly supported with the level of 
care somewhat of a lottery. 

Mr Lamb has been working ex¬ 
tensively on trying to change this 
within the National Health Service 
and make sure that there is a stan¬ 
dard approach to supporting peo¬ 
ple with mental health issues. 

This includes ensuring NHS part¬ 
nerships provide appropriate sup¬ 
port to those that are in a mental 
health crisis, something that is not 
currently available in many areas. 

Early intervention is considered 
vital as is making sure that individ¬ 
uals can get more choice over the 
service they want, rather than just 
automatically being put into a psy¬ 
chiatric hospital, which is not al¬ 
ways the best form of support. 

Councillor Justine Baker who 
helped organise the event said: "I 
have three people close to me 
who are currently going through a 
mental health crisis and have 
taken the brave decision to go to 
GP and ask for help, but currently 


any form of counselling has a 
three month waiting list. 

"This is not good enough; those 
needing support need it straight 
away, as you would if you had any 
other illness. 

"Mental health sadly still has a 
stigma attached to it and people 
find it hard to talk about, so chari¬ 
ties like Mind are key to support¬ 
ing and changing this. 

"Two close friends of mine in 
Somerset in the last couple of 
months were simply put on 
tablets and told to ring the Samar- 
tians if they felt they needed 
someone to talk to or felt they 
were suicidal. 

"This is not acceptable in 2014; 


they needed support and coun¬ 
selling straight away, not to be put 
on a waiting list for months. Men¬ 
tal health not only just affects the 
individual concerned, but the im¬ 
pact on friends and families is im¬ 
mense. 

"Proper training should be given 
to GPs, health professionals and 
teachers so that they can properly 
understand the situation and give 
correct support. 

"I am pleased this is an area that 
Norman Lamb is working on right 
now. 

"The budget given to Somerset 
NHS partnerships needs to be 
used more wisely, like other areas 
in the UK do."

The intrepid pair, neither of whom 
were happy about the idea of the decent, 
were cheered by the crowd below as 
they eventually came down the 40ft wall 
in tandem. 

Exhilarated by their achievement, both 
ladies agreed it was not an experience 
they were in any hurry to repeat. 

They were delighted with the response 
of the townsfolk who queued up to have 
a turn at the challenge, many had been 
sponsored and others, (including your 
reporter) paid on the day for a last 
minute decision to join in. 

Well over £3,000 was made on the day, 
including the very welcome tea and 
cakes flowing fast in the church hall 
which made £340 alone. 

The atmosphere was electric as chil¬ 
dren and adults alike shuffled, walked 
and bounced their way down the tower 
over a period of about two hours, 
cheered on by onlookers and the town 
crier Stuart Cumming. 

One of the youngest to take part was 
Reverend Tucker’s granddaughter who 
was only seven. 

Eight-year-old Hannah Wells went 
down alongside her mother Elian; she 
said she was very glad she did it but her 
legs were shaky and she didn’t think she 
wanted to do it again. 

The mayor was very scared of heights

and took her time getting ready at the 
top. 

Meanwhile the equally nervous vicar 
was geared up and already standing on 
the ledge hanging on for dear life and 
waiting to go. 

Cheered on by bell ringer Adrian Gay- 
lard, Councillor Kenton set off and all 
went smoothly once they got going. 

Everyone agreed the worst part of the 
challenge was stepping off the tower 
onto the ledge just below the top and let¬ 
ting the rope take your weight. 

Weekender reporter Marion Spencer 
had only gone with the intention of pho¬ 
tographing the challenge but when 
Nicky Dennis and Andy Sparrow of 
Caveclimb.com offered her the opportu¬ 
nity to also go over the top, and never 
having done anything like it, it was too 
good a chance to miss. 

It was an incredible adrenaline buzz, 
even to someone not afraid of heights, 
leaving the legs a little jellied by the bot¬ 
tom but also offering a great sense of 
achievement. 

Reverend Tucker would like to thank 
everyone who supported the abseil, es¬ 
pecially the mayor who had initially 
planned to do it for her charities but de¬ 
cided she had raised enough and donated 
her sponsorship entirely to the roof fund. 

Also to the bellringers who co-ordi¬ 
nated the whole event and made several 
trips up and down the tower on the day 
and helped keep everyone safe.

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Easter story with a difference in Ilminster

DURING Holy Week, members of 
the Minster Church set up places 
for meditation and reflection 
around Ilminster. 

Entitled ‘Shadows of the Cross’, 
the trail of 12 stations of pilgrim¬ 
age were set around the Minster 
and the town, depicting the differ¬ 
ent stages of the life and death of 
Christ from the birth of Jesus being 
announced, to his being sent into 
exile and through to the resurrec¬ 
tion, represented by a rugged 
wooden cross in the churchyard it¬ 
self. 

The stations, which looked like 
mini art installations, placed at var¬ 
ious locations in the town - some 
in shops, some outside - were de¬ 
signed to invite reflection on the 
parallels between the writings in 
the Bible and life today. 

Some of the installations were 
more obvious than others, some 
took a minute to observe and un¬ 
derstand, such as the collection of 
items placed behind the security 
fencing in the Swan Precinct; to the 
passer by it could have been mis¬ 
taken for litter but on closer exam¬ 
ination the array of apparently 
random items, had been carefully 
chosen and laid out. 

At each stop there was a sug¬ 
gested action, a simple reflection 
and a question displayed on lami¬ 
nated posters next to the arranged 
objects. 



Ilminster for 
Fairtrade status? 

A LOCAL Ilminster group, supported by the 
Ilminster Chamber of Commerce and Industry, 
is to hold an open meeting on Monday, June 9th 
at Greenfyide School from a 7pm to see if Ilmin¬ 
ster can become a 'Fairtrade town'. 

There are hundreds of Fairtrade villages, 
towns and cities in Great Britain, but as yet, 
none in South Somerset. 

At the meeting, there will be presentations 
and a chance for people to ask questions and 
put across their views. The organisers are also 
looking for local people who might like to join 
a steering group. 

Anyone with an interest in Fairtrade is invited 
to attend the meeting. 

In April 2000, Garstang in Lancashire declared 
itself'the world's first Fairtrade town'. There are 
now over 500 Fairtrade towns in the UK as well 
as many more areas campaigning towards sta¬ 
tus. 

The phenomenon spread internationally and 
there are now Fairtrade town campaigns in 23 
countries around the world - all inspired by the 
example started by Garstang. 

The idea behind such a campaign is that it 
brings the whole community together with the 
common aim of supporting Fairtrade. 

To qualify as a Fairtrade town, it must include 
councils, school, religious organisations and 
businesses.

Mounted on the rear axle of the Audi TT offroad concept is 
a second electric motor independent of this drive unit. This 
produces a maximum of 85 kW and 270 Nm (199.1 Ib-ft). 

In front of the rear axle is a liquid-cooled, lithium-ion bat¬ 
tery comprising eight modules. It contributes to the bal¬ 
anced 54:46 weight distribution between the front and rear 
axles and to the low centre of gravity. The battery stores up 
to 12 kWh of energy, enough for an electric range of 31 
miles. An Audi wall box, which manages the energy feed 
conveniently and intelligently and can deal with a variety 
of voltages and outlets, is used for stationary charging. 

Charging stops automatically when the battery is fully 
charged. It takes about as long as charging via a cable, and 
the driver can interrupt the process at any time. The Audi 
Wireless Charging technology is more than 90 per cent effi¬ 
cient, and is not affected by weather factors such as rain, 
snow or ice. The alternating field, which is only generated 
when a car is on the plate, is not harmful to people or ani¬ 
mals.

Glovers In Focus Byst-r‘Broo„, 


Back to basics, or more of the good life? 


WITH the dust quickly settling on 
League One football next season it is 
time for Yeovil Town Football Club to 
take a look at themselves. 

Yes mathematically they are not down 
yet, but we all know it was over when 
they failed to capitalise on the great 
start against Huddersfield Town on 
Monday. 

First James Hayter struck the angle of 
the goal frame with a header, and then 
Terriers' keeper Alex Smithies, despite 
criticism at his obvious time wasting an¬ 
tics, brilliantly smothered the ball as 
Tom Lawrence tried to round him in a 
one-on-one situation. 

Two goals up in 15 minutes should 
have been enough to keep the Glovers 
in the relegation battle, but from then 
on the game went downhill, and it was 
perhaps synonymous of the whole sea¬ 
son that another chance for points Just 
slipped by. 

However, it is off the field that we 
should all now pay attention and it was 
interesting to hear Gary Johnson's after 
match comments regarding where the 
club goes now. 

He has done a magnificent Job in 
keeping his team in with a chance until 
the last two games considering the 
budget he has had to play with. 

It may be inappropriate, yet apt as it is 


Easter, to link it to one of Jesus' miracles; 
the story of the five loaves and two 
fishes. 

With a ridiculously low budget com¬ 
pared to every other club in the league; 
and many in lower divisions; Johnson 
has managed to eke out the money by 
Juggling finances and personnel, to 
present a team that apart from a few oc¬ 
casions has competed brilliantly with 
some of the richest in the land. 

New back line? 

Meanwhile, back to reality - and life in 
League One next season. It is almost 
certain that all of the defence barring 
Jamie McAllister will be snapped up by 
higher clubs; they are all too good to 
play in League One, and Everton will no 
doubt want Shane Duffy to be playing 
in at least Championship football next 
year. 

The same applies to Tom Lawrence 
and probably Joe Ralls with Manchester 
United and Cardiff respectively, and Joe 
Edwards will certainly do a good turn 
for another club at this level. 

That leaves a massive rebuilding Job 
for Johnson, and if the budget is even 
the same, that will be difficult. 

He hinted in his interview that a return 
to the Championship would be difficult 
if as this year he is left to try and fund a 
team on a shoestring, and this is where 


the board come in. 

I have always supported the work that 
John Fry has done in getting Yeovil into 
the Football League and maintaining 
their status, and the financial support he 
has had from Norman Hayward. 

Despite Fry's continued reluctance to 
allow anybody to help and offer alterna¬ 
tive ideas, thus shutting out new in¬ 
vestors and a lot of potential help with 
his doggedness, we, I am sure, will re¬ 
main a League club for the foreseeable 
future, and to many the fact that there 
will be a club in ten years time is reas¬ 
suring. 

However, if we want to taste the 
bright lights of the Championship 
again, money must be found to finance 
at least a reasonable chance of main¬ 
taining the status. 

This means Fry must either dig deeper 
into his pocket, if he hasn't reached the 
bottom, or other decisions need to be 
taken. 

Fry complains that the club is not well 
supported, and to break even the club 
needs gates of 7,000. 

That has been seen on a few occasions 
this season mainly because of the away 
following of the visiting team, but it 
does look that, despite the possibility of 
watching former and current interna¬ 
tional and Premiership players perform 


at Huish Park, the local public are either 
not interested or the catchment area of 
football supporters has been exhausted. 

This means looking at other streams 
of income. 

The"bar"is a tent in the car park! What 
must visiting spectators think of that; it's 
laughable. Stood in a freezing tent in 
the middle of winter is not my idea of a 
homely football club. 

Regular fund raisers 

Do something to tempt people to 
come early and meet in the main build¬ 
ing where they can chat about the 
match and buy a drink which would en¬ 
hance turnover. 

What events take place at Huish Park 
other than football? 

Without being too rude to the com¬ 
mercial department the place should be 
buzzing with conferences, wedding 
planners, local fayres and regular 
weekly events such as bingo, quiz 
nights, darts and skittles. 

I understand there is a drop down skit¬ 
tle alley somewhere in the building that 
is never used. 

Pubs are closing at the rate of knots, 
and skittlers are crying out for new skit¬ 
tle alleys, you could run two or three 
teams from there easily! Think of the bar 
sales, okay its a pittance compared to 
what you need, but its regular and a 


start. 

My friend who I sit with mentioned 
the number of businessmen dotted 
around our little part of the stand who, 
I am sure given the encouragement, 
would put their heads together and 
come up with some ideas to generate 
revenue. 

However, to do this Mr Fry and the 
board you have to let people into their 
little kingdom instead of closing ranks 
and being so secretive. 

What harm is there keeping fans in¬ 
formed of things. Why such a secret that 
you paid Dorchester Town £20,000 for 
Kieffer Moore, or the deal on Paddy 
Madden?
